2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application.

3. Claims 1 -1 1 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-7 of U.S. Patent No. 
6299841 . Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the instant claims are broader than the patented 
claims and the limitations of the instant claims are encompassed and/or exemplified by 
the patented claims, e.g., "a trigger switch" of the instant claims is at least one of the 
plural trigger switches of the patented claim, the control keys of the instant claims are 
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found in the columns of control keys in the patented claims, and the extension of the 
instant claims is satisfied by the hook of the patented claims. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

5. Conley et al teaches a mechanical pipette (i.e., lacking a motor coupled to the 
battery) with a housing having non-coaxial upper and lower portions, when the portions 
are considered as defined in the instant claims, i.e., the upper portion including the 
control keys and display has a first axis perpendicular to the lower body and a second 
axis displaced from the vertical axis of the lower body. Further, the display faces 
upwardly, not forwardly relative to the defined axes. Oppenlander is similarly not seen 
as anticipating or making obvious the instant claims 

6. Suovaniemi differs form the instant invention at least in lacking the axially 
symmetric array of control keys and display (15, 16). 

7. Magnussen teaches a pipette similar to that claimed, but does not teach a portion 
of the lower housing forward of the upper housing as claimed.
